‘‘ British Consulate, Tunis, Dec, 24, 1847.—Sir,— 
It is my most painful duty to inform you of the loss of 
her Britannic Majesty’s steam-frigate Avenger, Cap- 
tain Napier, of which I have been informed this in- 
stant “by Lieutenant Rooke, belonging to the vessel. 
He informs me that the ship, about ten o’clock on 
the night of the 20th instant, struck on a coral reef 
betwixt the island of Galita and the main land about 
half way; that he with seven others got into one of 
the ship’s cutters, and the wind and sea being 80 
strong at the moment drove them on at once to the 
eastward ; that at about ten o’clock the next morning 
they were abreast of the coast, where the mountains 
named ‘Chef Abees’ are situated, and perceiving 
a small bay they determined to run the cutter in; but 
unfortunately the sea was so high that she was in- 
stantly swamped, and four of the unfortunate people 
on board her were drowned; the names of whom 
were—Dr, Steele; Mr. Betts, the second master; Mr. 
Ayling, the master’s asststant; and a seaman name 
Owen. As Lieutenant Rooke was not enabled to give 
me any further information in respect to the unfor- 
tunate vessel and the remainder of the crew, I have 
thought it my duty to hire a vessel specially to convey 
this disastrous intelligence to you, under the impres- 
sion that you will at once send a steam-vessel, for the 
purpose of rendering every assistance possible on this 
melancholy occasion. In the meantime I have hired 
other vessels to convey Lieutenant Rooke and Mr. 
Larkham, the gunner, who were saved in the cutter, 
together with Wm. Hill, the steward of the vessel, 
and a boy, whose name Lieutenant Rooke does not 
recollect, to Galita, for the same purpose. I have 
also applied to the local authorities for assistance, and 
in the course of this dayabrig and two gun-boats will

clear the two cutters away. I cast the gripes of the 
starboard one off, put their falls in their hands, and 
then, as I turned, finding the gunner, I got him to 
assist, with some others, in getting the port one down. 
I meant to get both cutters under the lee of the ship, 
which had now swung broadside to the sea, and then 
wait ready to lend assistance as I could. Just as the N 
boat I was in took the water, the ship fell on her 
beamends, and some heavy seas broke over her, the 
masts and funnel having gone. I waited close to her 
for one hour anda half, when the wind and sea increas- > 
ing, and our crew exhausted, I, with the opinion of the Q 
‘ rest, thought the only course and best would be to seek 
2 assistance, the wind being fair for Galita. When near 
¢ the island the wind shifted round, and being obliged to 
keep before it, I then ran back towards the ship, but the 
wind still coming round, I kept away for the African 
shore. The wind and sea had increased greatly, and I 
‘ thought it impossible for the boat to live; she had a 
close-reefed mizen, and we steered with oars, I beached 
her, there being little or no shelter; she upset in the 
breakers, when four of us reached the shore, the others 
losing their lives in the attempt. We should have 
done the same, but an Arab herdsman saw our boat 
and came down, took us to his house, gave us milk and 
a large fire, Next morning we started on foot for 
2 Biserta, distant about thirty-five miles, with our host 
as a guide, travelling as long as we could walk, when, 
after a few hours’ rest, I prevailed on some Arabs to $ 
give us horses to Biserta.

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FIRST AND LAST LESSONS IN MUSIC. 


A CURIOUS NARRATIVE, 
BY CHARLES JOHNSTON. 


“‘ Music hath charms,’’—Old Song. 
ABUNDANTLY as Nature has endowed me with other 
excellent abilities, she has omitted to give me a good 
ear for music. A great opinion, however, of my 
discriminating taste and sound judgment upon all 
and everything connected with the production and 
marshalling of sweet sounds makes some amends, 
and, as far as regards being biassed by enjoyment, 
I flatter myself that no one is better qualitied to be 
an impartial umpire in settling the claims of rival 
Pans and Apollos. 

Perhaps it would be as well to observe that if I 
have any prepossession at all it is in favour of the 
louder instruments of the orchestra, I acknow- 
ledge that the fife and drum of a recruiting party 
are apt to excite quite a furor in my blood; and 
there is no end to the excitement produced by the 
martial notes of a coach-guard as he summons on his 
French horn, some drowsy turnpikeman; to hasten 
and open his gate, But I am apt to nod at the 
opera. I confess it, even Sweden’s sweet nightin- 
gale failed to afford me more gratification than I 
could derive from a Gernian hedgesparrow, in the 
shape of a short-coated broom-girl, singing the airs 
of her fatherland, ; 

This is owing to no blunted sensibility of age. 
It was ever so, tor, though I strove manfully at the 
beginning of my career to be as musical as my 
fellows, bad luck attended all my endeavours ; 
and if fate had been hard envugh to condemn me 
to a mendicant life, and sent me on to the town with 
anything else than a hand-organ, I should certainly 
have received, in popular language, more kicks 
than halfpence in see for my well-meant en- 
deavours. td enliven a dull neighbourhood, or to 
remové the false impression’ 80 apt td be sug- 
gested by the appearance of a retired street. 

It is now neatly twenty years since I was first 
fully convinced that I was much better adapted to 
be a critical judge of music than the mere playing 
machine. I was then a medical student in the 
last year of my probationary apprenticeship. With 
me was associated another emb:yo pharmacopolist, 
a young gentleman who, if flute-playing had been 
a recommendation at the Apothecaries’ fall, or the 
College of Surgeons, seemed destined for the 
highest honours of the profession, The only evil 
was, that his admiring friends and myself differed 
very considerably in the value we assigned to my 
companion’s gift, the glory of which, by their ex- 
travagant praises, quite threw my humble virtues 
into the shade, But, in spite of all that was done 
to spoil him, Joseph Stevens respected my talent 
with the boxing-gloves and singlestick, and thus 
a@ mutual regard was established, based upon our 
respective excellences, which led to the happiest 
results. Indeed, what with his singing and flute- 
playing, and my laughing and joking, we rolled 
off five successive years of Gur existence much 
more pleasantly than any other five I could select 
out of the twenty since. 

Now, it was written that Joseph Stevens should 
fall in love; and, accordingly, when his fate was 
accomplished, he came to me for assistance and 
advice, 

‘“ Anything,” said I, “in reason, Joe; but the 
thing is impossible, If now you had but a double 
flageolet, and could play a duet yourself, why, I 
should not so much mind going as a dummy to 
make the screiade respectable in numbers,” 
‘* All nonsense, Charlie,’ replied my companion ; 
‘‘only give up those everlasting forls, and I un- 
Tpiteke to teach you § The Woodpecker Tapping’ 
ina day, and half a dozen other respectable tunes 
in a week.’ ‘On the key-bugle,” said I, ‘ and 
it’s a bargain.” 

The preliminaries being thus settled, we soon 
commenced a rehearsal. Joe was an indefatigable 
tutor, and Ta most Porseyertng pupil, Fortunately 
the surgery, which constituted our music-hall, ad- 
joined the stable and was quite detached from the 
‘house ; so, beyond the chance of frightening the 
horses or disturbing the neighbourhood, there was 
nothing particular to call on the governor to put a 
stop to our interesting studics, 

Learning the notes was a serious business to 
contemplate, and we were not long before we came 
to the conclusion the sooner that was got over the 
better ; so we at once cleared the ground for 
hieher studies, by young the gamut a vile invention 
to keep the enjoyment of music to a favoured few, 
and a most unnecessary difficulty in the way of a 
beginner, ar 

nh producing the notes on wind instruments, 
my reader, perhaps, is unaware how easy is the 


task, by dint of counting fingers. In this manner, 
if the learner has only a good memory, he will 
manage 


& tule in a very short time; and much to 


his own satisfaction tod, if, like myself, he should 
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be deficient in what is termed ‘a correct musical 
ear.” 

Counting time was another difficulty, which 
necessity also, in my case, taxed my ingenuity to 
surmount, What it meant I never could perfectly 
understand, and, to this day, it is as much a mys- 
tery as when my companion, in despair of enlighten- 
ing me, proposed that I should follow him one 
or two notes behind, as I could keep up; and 
actually, after some practice, thus hanging on, as 
it were, by the tails of the tune, I managed to become 
a halting, but bond fide, second whose playing 
it was quite impossible to confound with that of 
my leader. 

For two days my studies proceeded without 
intermission, and, as my _ friend’s impatience 
equalled my ardour, our instrumentation was most 
incessant. The progress made was proportionately 
satisfactory; and I began to think seriously upon 
the probable cost of a superb silver bugle, upon 
which I mght do all justice and honour to the 
numerous pic-nic parties the favoured guest of 
which I, of course, expected to become. Flushed 
with my success, in fact I had already undertaken 
to teach the groom some of the more popular airs 
of the day, when a circumstance occurred that put 
a stop to our surgery practice, and turned us into 
the fields to continue our harmonious exercises, 
I was just in the middle of a difficult passage in 
that sweet old-fashioned tune, ‘In my Cottage 
near a Wood,” when but I will not dwell, at this

to its original propriety, 

Undismayed by the petty persecution that thus 
raised effectual, but very unreasonable, objection 
to our quiet possesion of the surgery, we sought 
the woods that skirt the classic grounds of, Shen- 
stone’s famed retreat, the Leasowes, and there 
maintained our ground for one whole week, though 
repeatedly warned off by the gardener, cheering

THE PEACOCK BUTTERFLY,—-VANESSA 10, 

O, we hear of the empire of thought, the might 
of mind! Look at this little embodiment of 
beauty, and it will lead you to regions of thought 
yet unexplored, where the mightiness of mind 
shall have to bow down in homage to an insect’s 
wing. ‘The characters there inscribed are hiero- 
glyphics only to the vulgar eye; look closer, and 
the autograph of Deity is clearly legible. 

How beautiful are some of the finer specimens 
of mosaic work! We have gazed with admira- 
tion on those ancient relics and on modern efforts 
in the same line of indefatigable labour to attain 
the end designed. But what human production 
could ever compare with the specimen before us? 
Bit fitting into bit with nice adjustment, shade 
blending into shade, contrasting or harmonizing 
with a skill that the greatest earthly artist never 
reached. It has been computed that 400,000 of 
these tesserul or scales occupy the surface of the 
wings of the common silk moth; what a number, 
then, must cover the wings of our present speci- 
men! What those of our largest butterflies and 
moths! What the wings of some foreign species 
which measure nearly a foot across! It is said 
that a modern mosaic picture may contain 870 
separate pieces in one square inch of surface, The 
game extent of a butterfly’s wing sometimes con- 
gists of no fewer than 100,736; and while these 
bits or scales, as they are called, are so minute as 
to appear to the naked eye like powder or dust, 
they have each their individual form, usually 
elongated, somewhat oval, and truncated at the 
tip, where they are occasionally divided into 
teeth. Sometimes they are conical, linear, or tri- 
angular, and slightly vary on different parts of the 
wing, assuming at the edge a more fringy form, 
They are fixed on the wing by means of a narrow

ASYLUM FOR THE Dear ann Dump.—A

He then turned round and 
said, ‘‘I wish to say that I alone am the guilty per- 
son, that M‘Cabe is entirely innocent, and that no 
human being in the world had anything to do with it 
but myself.’ He then resigned himself into the hands 
of the county executioner, Nathaniel Howard, who 
adjusted the fatal noose, and the cap being drawn

peared to suffer much for a few seconds. The body 
remaine suspended for an hour, when it was cut 
down and placed in a shell, to be interred in the pre- 
cincts of the prison.

Toe Lare SHootine Case av FARTHING- 
sToNeE.—The adjourned inquest on the body of James 
Tibbs. the person who died from the effects of a gun- 
shot wound, has at length been brought to a termina- 
tion.

Thomas Herbert said that he was a son of John 
Herbert, a farmer living at Castle Dykes, near

If the men remain out, several of the iron- 
masters now working short time will close their works

Launcn or a Sream-suip AT BIrken-

same yardafew months ago, The Cambria is of 700 tons 
builders’ measurement, 193 feet in length, 27 feet beam, 
with a depth of hold of nearly 15 feet. Her engines, 
which are to be 370-horse power, are to be fitted up 
by Messrs, Forrester and Co., the same firm who 
furnished the St. Columba. She is sharp-built, both 
fore and aft, and is altogether a noble specimen of 
naval architecture.

Ir1sH CriME 1N YORKSHIRE.—A barmister, 
attending the last winter gagl delivery for the county 
of York, writes that he was induced, in consequence 
of the general conversation at the bar on the subject, 
to endeavour to ascertain the amount of Irish crime 
committed in this English county; and the following 
statistical facts are obtained from Mr, Noble, the 
governor of York Castle, and from the calendar of the 
prisoners. Number of prisoners:--In the calendar, 
119; out on bail, 7; total, 126. Of these 27 were Irish, 
or about twenty-five per cent. of all the crime com- 
mitted in Yorkshire and tried at the last winter assizes 
was committed by Irishmen. Of these crimes, 29 were 
crimes of violence,—murders, manslaughters, rob- 
beries, and assaults; and of these crimes 19 were com- 
mitted by Irishmen; or about sixty-six per cent. of the 
crimes of violence in Yorkshire, tried at York assizes, 
was committed by Irishmen. Of these crimes of 
violence eight resulted in death,—in murder or man- 
slaughter; and of these eight crimes, six were com- 
mitted by Irishmen; or seventy five per cent. of the 
murders and manslaughters in Yorkshire, tried last 
assizes, was committed by Irishmen.

NorrmvcHam Houses NEVER Burnt.—At 
Nottingham, where gypsum abounds, the floors of all 
houses were, till of late years, universally formed by an 
almost exactly similar process to that employed at 
Paris, stout reeds, however, being strewed over the 
joists as a basis, instead of +p battens. The prac- 
tice at Nottingham adds small coal and cinders to the 
plaster of Paris (gypsum) in making the mortar, and 
the surface is at once trowelled over to finish. In this 
manner is produced an almost indestructible floor, ca- 
pable of any surface, and 80 secure q protection against 
fire, through its imperviousness to air, that, notwith- 
standing the unceiled and exposed joists below, houses 
in Nottingham are said never to be burnt, whilst the 
floors are said to be free alike from damp and from 


vermin, 


NewspParers.—GENERAL Post-OFFICE.—

of the General Post-office with respect to newspapers, 
that we must request the attention of the authorities 
to the subject.

Romance or Reau Lire.—One of those 
extraordinary events which now and then occur, as if 
to exemplify the adage of truth being stranger than 
fiction, has this week taken place at Gravesend, the 
facts being as follows :—An old “ man-of-war’s man,” 
the boatswain of a yacht belonging to a gentleman 
who was about to sail for the Mediterranean, having 
obtained a brief leave of absence, went up to London 
in one of the steamers which ply to and fro, for the 

urpose of transacting some private business. In the 
baat he met with a young man, a servant of one of the 
officers at Tilbury fort, whom he had never seen be- 
fore, but he did not then take much notice of his 
fellow-passenger. Upon returning the next day 
however, he found the same man on board, and 
“‘ Jack” having scraped acquaintance they entered 
into conversation. The officer’s servant soon became 
exceedingly communicative, observing, amongst other 
matters, that he was to start for China in ten days, 
and that he had been to town to see a lawyer respect- 
ing some property to which he believed he was heir ; 
but, upon referring to the will, it had been discovered 
that he was only to inherit the property in the event 
of an uncle, supposed to be drowned some years 
since, not coming forward to claim it. The name of 
Glanville being mentioned, the sailor observed, ‘‘ Why, 
messmate, I have heard and know that name well.” 
Mutual explanations took place, when it turned out 
that the boatswain was the very missing uncle, and 
will now inherit the property, worth in all about £5000. 
Notwithstanding this unexpected acquisition to his 
fortune, the son of Neptune, ‘‘tar-like,’’ seems in- 
clined to stick to the ship of which he is now the boat- 
swain, observing that ‘‘ He’d just as soon sail round 
the world with his new master.” 


Sratistics oF CriME IN France.—In the 
course of the year 1847 the Court of Assize of France 
ronounced 67 sentences of death; during the year 
846 there were but 57. Of these 67 sentences of 
death 43 were for assassination, 8 for robberies and 
murder, 5 for poisoning, 4 for parricide, 3 for in- 
fanticide, 3 for wilful conflagration, and 1 for assault 
and battery, The courts-martial established in France 
and Algeria have pronounced, during the year 1847, 
102 sentences of death. The average of crimes com- 
mitted yearly against person and property varies from 
5 to 6000; the number of accused persons from 7 to 
8000, of whom one-third are peneialy, acquitted. The 
affairs of correctional police were much more numerous, 
During the year 1847, 77,000 affairs of this nature were 
brought before the ‘ribunal de Premiére Instance, 
comprising 98,000 accused, of whom 238,000 were dis- 
missed without prosecution. During the same year 
the magistrates have had to bring in a verdict of 7400 
accidental deaths, 3000 by drowning, 600 accidents by 
carriage, 400 caused by falling in of ground, 200 by 
the immoderate use of spirits, 80 by lightning, 14 by 
railway accidents, &c. Suicides were also very nu- 
merous, In 1847 they amounted to 3000: men always 
form at least two-thirds of the number of suicides 
which take place every year. 


CIRCUMSTANCES CONNECTED WITH Ron- 
BERIES.—The neighbourhood of the Manchester post- 
office has lately been infested with pickpockets. Last 
week a gentleman named Cooke, who had gone to post 
a letter, had £100 in notes taken from his pocket and 
a purse containing £10 in gold. He did not miss the 
money till he got home, though he recollected then 
having been hustled by a crowd of men and women 
near the post-office. On going to give notice at the 
police-office next morning of the robbery, the superin- 
tendent asked him to describe the notes, observing 
that he had in his porseseio® £75 in notes which he 
suspected to have been stolen. Mr. Cooke had but 
just received the notes when he was robbed, had taken 
them without examination, and to describe them was 
impossible ; however, he took the officer to the gentle- 
man who had paid him the notes of which he was 
robbed. This gentleman had but recently changed a 
larger note for them, so that it was a work of some 
difficulty to make out the identity satisfactorily ; but, 
however, that was done eventually at the branch Bank 
of England, and the notes were proved to be part of 
those stolen from Mr. Cooke, The_ circumstances 
under which the notes were recovered, however, are 
the most curious partof the story. A gentleman who 
had gone to the post-office at slight at a later hour than 
Mr. Cooke was also beset with pickpockets, and a £20 
note was stolen from him. The gentleman, however, 
missed the note immediately, and gave chase to a man 
who ran from the knot of people near the post-office. 
After following this man through several streets he 
was compelled to give up the pursuit, but had not 
persen many yards on his return along Pall-mall before 

e picked up the £76 in notes, which turn out to have 
been part of the robbery from Mr. Cooke, and these he 
took to the police-office. These facts may appear 
singular, but, stranger still, the £20 note stolen fro 
the gentleman last mentioned was next morning found 
to have been thrust between the door and doorpost of 
a warehouse in Pall-mall. The thief has not been ap- 
prehended.

Morning slippers for the present chilly season 
have been in preparation for some months past, 
and they have furnished occupation for many fair 
hands during the interval of summer rustication. 
Some of these slippers are of velvet, tasteful] 
embroidered in gold; others are worked in Berlin 
wool; and others of satin, covered with crochet 
work in five different colours, They fasten on 
each side of the instep with fancy silk or gilt but- 
tons, and are frequently lined and edged with fur, 
The Parisian jewellers haye recently introduced 
some trinkets of a novel description, consisting of 
a mixture of gold and Berlin iron. The exquisite 
Berlin workmanship i is well known and justly ad- 
mired, and its effect is singularly beautiful in com- 
bination with gold, Chains and other trinkets are 
made in this style; and we have seen some brace- 
lets having snaps of iron ornamented with a variety 
of elegant devices in gold, Gentlemen's pins made 
in this style are very fashionable i in Paris, and the 
handles of canes and riding. ‘whips are perfect chefs 
d’c@uvre of art.

> Evidences of Prophecy, By Alexander Keith, D.D. 

_ Thirty-sixth edition, much enlarged, with Ligh- 
teen Daguerrotype Views, engraved by Messrs. 
Miller and Forrest, and other Tilustrations. 8vo., 
pp. 602. Edinburgh, 1848: Whyte and Co. 

It was the remark of the stately Johnson, when in 

2 the Island of Iona, once the luminary of the Cale- 

5 donian islands, ‘‘ whence savage clans and roving 
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barbarians derived the benefits of knowledge and 
the blessings of religion,”’ that man is little to be 
envied whose patriotism would not gain force upon 
the plain of: Marathon, or whose piety would not grow 
warmer among the ruins of Iona. How much more 
striking is the application of part of this to that 
ortion of Syria called by universal consent TEx 
Jory Lanp, We hail with, delight every work or 
faithful picture which tends to bring this land 
more vividly before us, from the noble and ex- 
tensive illustrations of David Roberts, R.A., to the 
useful and truly beautiful Chronological Scripture 
Atlas of the Messrs. Bagster. Among these works 
none has attained a more commanding position 


than the book on ‘*'The Evidence of the ‘lruth of 


the Christian Religion derived from the literal 
fulfilment of Prophecy,” by Dr. Keith, of St. 
Cyrus. The 36:h edition of this work, just pub- 
lished by Messrs. Whyte of Edinburgh, is now 
before us, and is much enlarged with the results 
of further study and travel, as well as most admi- 
rably illustrated with eighteen daguerrotype 
views taken, as the name implies, so as to pre- 
clude all possibility of doubt as to their minute 
accuracy; besides these, there are numerous 
other illustrations of maps and views which 
all help to illustrate the unerring truth of the 
fulfilment of many of the prophecies of Scrip- 
ture. It would take move space than we can now 
afford to point out the great and valuable additions 
in the body of this work, which is not restricted 
to the Holy Land, but includes Nineveh, soon to be 
laid broadly before us; Babylon, the wondrous 
and fallen city; the Seven Christian Churches in 
Asia Minor; Idumea, with its formerly mysterious 
and still marvellous capital Petra; the City of 
(and in) Rocks; with ample chapters on the Jews 
and other matters of engrossing interest, is Keith’s 
“Evidences of Prophecy’ amply stored, We 
wish to direct the attention of our Tonner 
more particularly to eighteen views engraved 
by th Be iuoqm Messrs. W. Miller and 
Forrest, of Edinburgh, from daguerrotypes, made 
by Dr. Keith’s son, G. 5. Keith, M.0., in the 
Holy Land, These sun-taken pictures excited 
very considerable attention some three years 
ago, both here and abroad, from the undoubted 
truth of their representation, no artistic touches, or 
improvements, or alterations being possible, ‘The 
two eminent engravers mentianed above have 
closely copied these on steel, and the result is now 
before the public, Our engraving, which repre- 
sents a Cormthian tomb at Petra, will give but 
nu faint idea of the manner of these woiks; it 
has been selected as the illustration most easily 
rendered on wood; but such of our readers as 
would like to take a walk over the hills of Sama- 
ria will understand what we mean by looking at 
the extensive and marvellousiy-rendered view of 
that once famous place, the hills around which 
were trod by the feet of Him * who sat wearied 
with his journey”’ by the well, his disciples having

Gerasa, with its 
wonderful ruins, so wondrously laid before you as 
they are in Dr, Keith's three views; Askelon, and 
‘Ashdod, the latter a prime fayourite, with the site 
of the ancient city of the Philistines ; the modern 
ésdod, the palm-trees, the meadow with a lake,

But the chief merit of the work fies in a caustic 
satire on society ; and, in the midst of the drollery; 
we are told many instructive truths, ‘lhose who 
havé travelled in Italy will be reminded of the most 
remarkable features of society in the ‘*sunny 
south,’ and to such this elegant trifle will be 
chiefly interesting. We have only room for on 
extract. Mrs. Slam is taking breakfast with Cap 
tain O’Dash previous to her departure from Lon 
don :-— 
“Jn a rhyming romance,

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THY CHURCH. 

ConfirMATION OF THE, LokD Bisnoy Exvecr or 
MancuestTer,—On Saturday last the confirmation of 
the Rev, James Prince Lee, A.M., to the bishopric of 
the newly-erected see of Manchester took place at St. 
James's Church, Piccadilly. ‘The most important of 
the formularies gone through at the coufirmation of a 
bishop isthe ‘‘préconization,” by which all who have 
ny objections to the election are called upon to come 
forieatd and state them. Since the troublous days 
immediately antecedent to the great rebellion, when 
some sour Puritans opposed the confirmation of the 
Lira russes Bishop of Hereford, these proceedings 
rave been a mere form, though a necessary one, pre- 
liminary to consecration. Probably the two were first 
separated in order to prevent any interruption at the 
consecration—of all the ceremonies of the church by 
far the most solemn andimportant. Itis, doubtless, a 
duty, although anything but a pleasant one, imperative 
upon all churchmen who know aught against the doc- 
trine or conduct of a bishop-elect, asthey would wish 
to avert a curse from the church, to avail themselves of 
this opportunity to prevent the consecration of any 
ecclesiastic open to such imputations, at the least 
yntil the charges can be investigated and disproved. 
The tyrant hand of the church-spoliating monarch 
which attached the “letter missive” to the congé 
d'élire in respect to the election of a bishop has, how- 
ever, coupled with the preconization to object, if ob- 
jection there be, a liability to all the pains and penal- 
ties of premunire, attaching to every objector and 
every Official allowing such objection tobe made. ‘I'he 
proceedings of Saturday, therefore, presented great 
and unusual interest, as it was generally believed that 
Mr, Gutteridge, the author of various charges of im- 
morality against Mr, Lee, in respect to which an action 
for slander is now pending in the Court of Queen’s 
Bench, would be present, and protest against the con- 
firmation on the grounds specified in those charges, 
which haye repeatedly been before the public; and 
some curiosity was felt as to the course the commis- 
sioners, under these circumstances, would pursue, 
There were, however, but few persons present, except- 
ing the parties immediately concerned in the proceed- 
ings. ‘The charges of Mr. Gutteridge against the 
newly-appointed bishop consist principally of an un- 


due indulgence in immoderate potations,—an imputa- . 


tion to which the spare form and thin and thoughtful 
visage of the reverend gentleman give a forcible con- 
tradiction. 

CONFIRMATION oF Dr, Hamppen.— The air of 
semi-eeclesiastical quictude which characterises the 
lanes and alleys of Doctors’ Commons was lost on 
Tuesday morning in the activity of an unusual bustle, 
The cause of this all-absorbing excitement was the 
expected ceremonial of confirming the election of Dr. 
Hampden as the Bishop of Hereford, the preliminary 
proceedings of which were, according to ancient 


custom, to transpire in the dining-hall adjoining the ‘ 


Arches Court, from which it is entered. ‘The confir- 
mation of the election took place in the church of 
St. Mary-le-Bow, Cheapside. Mr. Barber, the Ap- 
paritor-General, proclaimed as follows :—‘‘ Oyez, oyez, 
oyez, all ye who may, or shall, or will object to the 
consecration of the Rev. Renn Dickson Hampden, 
Doctor in Divinity, as Lord Bishop of the Episcopal 
See of Hereford, now come forward and state your ob- 
jéctions; and you shall be heard.’’ The opposition was 
In form as followa:—Mr, Richard KE. Townsend, 
Proctor, then stepped forward and said—* Right Wor- 
shipful Sir, I appear for the Kev. Richard Webster 
Huntley, Clerk, Vicar of Alberbury, in the county of 
Salop and diocese of Hereford, Master of Arts of the 
University of Oxford; the Rev. John Jebb, Clerk, 
Rector of Peterstow, in the county and diocese of 
Hereford, Master of Arts of Trinity College, Dublin; 
and the Rev, Win, Fredérick Powell, Clerk, rerpetual 
Curate of Cirencester, in the county of Gloucester, 
Master of Arts of the University of Cambridge, and 
exhibit proxies under their hands and seals respec- 
tively, and declare 1 oppose thé confirmation of the 
election of Doctor Renn Dickson Hampden, lord- 
electéd of the office of dignity of Bishop of Hereford,’ 
This being overruled, the caths were taken, and the 
bishop was confirmed by the Vicar-General ‘he pro- 
ceedings terminated at about half-past two o’clock, and 
the bishop-elect, on leaving the sacred edifice, was re- 
ceived with loud cheers by the persons who thronged 
the porch, as well as by the inob outside, Indeed, the 
checrings were most yehement, and, to add to the con- 
fusion, the horses in his lordsltip’# carriage kicked and 
plunged so violently that they were with difficulty re- 
moved out of the crowd, and his lordship was obliged 
to leave the church in the carriage of one of his friends.

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HE Grace Darling of South Wales—The 
night preceding the 22ud of October, 181, will be ever 
memorable to all the inhabitants of Fishguard. ‘The day be- 
fore; nineteen vessels of some considerable burden rode safely 
and quietly at anchor in the roadstead; Wich the setting sun 
the wind, which had blown hard all day from the westward, 
suddenly shifted to N.E., and blew during the night in a most 
terrific manner, When the morning dawned, about JTo’clock, 
eight of the vessels had either entirely disappeared or had 
been totally wrecked, and no one will ever Know the number 
of lives which were lost during the darkness of that melan- 
choly night. 
Lhe inhabitants of the lower town of Fishguard are nearly 
all sailors or fishermen, and the women from their girhood 
are accustomed to be in the water daring the season of salmon 
fishing, to assist in drawing the seine. About o'clock on the 
above morning, MARGAR#T and MA RLHA LLEWELLYN, 
who reside very near the sea, in the lower town of Fishguard, 
were alarmed by violent cries of help, which resounded above 
the roaring of the storm. Guided by the eries, for the dark- 
ness prevented their seeing anything, they reached the rocks 
whieh overhang the sea, a few hundred yards from their habi- 
tation, and there found that a small sloop (the Margaret of 
Barmouth, Hughes, master) had sunk in deep water a few 
yards from the rocks. ‘The two women on their way down 
had been joined by two young sailors, William Griffiths and 
Thomas Phillips, and they, all reaching the spot, found that 
there were men in the rigging, over whom the sea washed at 
every wave; Margaret Llewellyn instantly jumped into the 
sea, wp to her neck, and as the waves passed over her they 
were higher than her head, pulled one man off the mast (tho 
mate) by his jacket, and with the assistance of the boys con- 
trived to hand him to her sister on the rocks; he was quite 
senseless, but by rubbing his face and hands he soon came to 
himself, They had brought @ rope with them, which they now 
threw to the captain and dragged him ashore. By this ume 
all four were in deep water, and in perfect darkuess, but so 
carried away by excitement as to feel no fear. ‘The third man 
was afraid to venture, but they vezged him to try, the tide 
was rising, and he would meetcertain death ina few minutes; 
he ut last ventured, but the reflux of tue tide was so strong 
that Margaret Lleweilyn, one of the boys, and the man lost 
their footing, were carried five or six yards towards the sea 
into deeper water, and were for some time struggling, entan~ 
lod with each other in the waves ; at last Margaret got hold 
ofa rack, and was thereby enabled to give assistance to the 
others, and drag them out of the deep water. This man was 
also senseless for sume time, and had a deep cut 1D his fore- 
head, but he, too, came to himself, By this time many had 
assembled, dry clothes were procured, and the men were soon 
made comfortable. Had not these two women been very tall 
and strong, nearly six feet high, and thorenghly aecustomed 
to the water, the rescue of the men under the circumstances 
would have been quite impossible. ‘Tey both suffered 8e- 
verely from illuess afterwards, caused prabably by immersion 
in the water, by fright at the tercitie situation in which tbey 
found themselves, and by the tremendous exertions their 
humanity Jed them to make for the rescue of their fellow-
